When the price was raised a few years 
ago it became possible to mine low grade 
deposits which could not be profitably 
worked at the former price; while incen- 
tive was given to prospectors to locate and 
open up new deposits. Gold-mining all 
across Canada was galvanized into activ- 
ity, thousands of men found new oppor- 
tunities for employment, and trade with 
the northern districts boomed. A further 
price-increase would stimulate still greater 
activity in Canadian mining camps. 

This will not perhaps worry the 
strange coalition of sound money men and 
silverites at Washington. But things 
nearer home may cause them to wonder 
whether their “victory” may not be some- 
thing else. It has to be shown how unem- 
ployment can be fought in the United 
States without raising the gold price 
again, and without maintaining parity be- 
tween United States and other currencies. 
What the President can no longer do, 
Congress may have to do by specific leg- 
islation Mounting unemployment fig- 
ures and a trade collapse would not popu- 
larize the cause of hard-money and a sil- 
ver-bonus.

L. D. Wilgress, director of Canada’s Com- 
mercial Intelligence Service, sees the beginning 
of a movement away from the economic na- 
tionalism that has plagued the world for the past 
ten years. He observes a trend towards remov- 
ing the shackles from trade and an inclination 
to return to the more or less unrestricted system 
of some years ago. 

True, it has not progressed very far yet. 
It is no more than a trend. But that the trend | 
will continue is suggested by his comment that 
“the initiative is passing from the restrictionist 
countries, which regulate trade in accordance 
with their import and currency requirements, to 
countries with strong currencies practicing more 
unrestricted trade.” 

That is to say, the democratic system of trade 


is gaining the upper hand over that of the 
dictator countries. 
It began with Mr. Hull's trade treaties, 


which are now becoming a real force in world 
affairs through the reduction of trade barriers 
And it has continued through other factors such 
as the special effort being put forth by the 
United States to halt the dictator invasion of 
the South American field and the British effort 
to extend its trading influence through Central 
Europe, especially Rumania. 

Mr. Wilgress is in a position to observe 
these things. It is his job to watch world trade 
developments and he has the reports from 
numerous trade commissioners stationed in 
many cSuntries to assist him. When he notes a 
trend towards freer trade, his observation is 
based on precise information. And his com- 
ments, before the Manufacturers’ Association, 
therefor, are one of the most hopeful signs of | 
recent times.—Saskatoon Star-Phoenix,
